THE LATK COL. DUNCAN A. PI-XL. 
Tho announcement of the imddcii di'Uth 


of Col. Pell falls upon our earn like the crash 
of ft thunder-bolt from a cloudless sky. 


Kudowcdby nature with t\ temperament 


no joyous and gay, and blessed with an 
almost perennial ilow of hnppy spirits ho 
was ono of those light-hearted creatures 
with whom wo could not readily associate 
tho idea of death. There was no warning 
either of what was impending, but instantly, 
in tho midst of apparent health and Biir- 
ronnded by all tho charm* which make life 
KO attractive, his bright eye cloned and the 
beatings of his warm anil generous heart 
censed forever. 


Although dying at (ho early age of ;J-' 


year;;, Col. Poll leaven behind him a record 
of noblo and unselfish decdn, and the re- 
niembnuico of n mauly ami patriotic de- 
votion to duty. He was born in tho slate 
of Now York, but early in life removed to 
Ntnvport, and tho history of his short life is 
elosoly interwoven with those events which 
we in Rhode Island most delight in recall. 


When tho roar of iho rebel artillery at 


Suiutor first awoke tlio royal echoes from 
every portion of the north, ho was pursuing 
his collegiate course at Brown University. 
Relinquishing immediately tho repose of 
academic life, ho enlisted as a private in 
Company A, First Rhode Island regiment, 
and served with credit during the Hhort but 
memorable campaign which ended with tho 
first battle of Bull Run. In tho early Au- 
tumn of 1801, ho was appointed by tho 
United States government captain aud aide- 
de-camp, and assigned to duty upon tho staff 
of Gou.

Rappahaaiiock, Col. Poll volunteered for 
temporary service on tho Hitiff of Gen. Rey- 
nolds, who happened at that moment to bo 
in.urgent need of staff officers. 
While en- 


gaged in tliit? capacity,iu what is now known 
as tho second Bull Kim campaign, ho was 
captured near Wavreulou and earned lo 
Libby prison. Exchanged, however, after 
about two months cautivity, he rejoined his 
old commamlur, Gen. Burnside, hi Mary- 
laud, shortly after iho bnttlo of AnUelam. 
From that liuio until tho end of the war his 
career was completely idem tilled with the 
.ninth corps, IIo entertained an enthusias- 
tic love- for this grand old corps, a lovo 
which deepened amid the stirring scenes in 
which thoy mingled. IIo took a genuine 
pride in its achievements, aud a sincere in- 
terest in tho welfare of the humblest of its 
members. 


After taking purl in tlie battl* of Fredo- 


ricksburg, tho corps was ordered lo the do- 
pifrtment of tho Ohio. When Gen. Burn- 
side dispatched his command under General 
Parke, lo roinforco tho army of General 
Grant before Vicksburg, Col. Pell also went 
with it, serving ou tho stair of General 
Potter, who commanded a division. Hoon 
after the capture of Vicksburg, tho corps 
was ordered to ruport lo Gi-u, Burusido,who 
at Unit lime hail successfully accomplished 
Iho in.va.siou of East Tennessee, and was 
established at rCuoxville, Though suffering 
from the effects of disease- contracted amid 
tho swamps of Mississippi,Col. Pell, without 
asking for sick Icavo, again reported to his 
old chief,, who was now t la-en toned by tho 
advance of Longstreut, with a lnvgo portion 
of Bragg's army, ngtiiust Kuoxville. Iu the 
siege of Kiioiville aud in the various engage- 
ments which attended it. Col. Pell was as 
usual, conspicuous for bis cool intrepidity. 
For his services at this occasion, ho was 
rewarded by Cougross with Iho brevet rank 
of major. 


In tho Spring of li-'ltl, he was with his old 


comrades of the ninth corps in their terri- 
ble campaign from tho Kiipidiiu through the 
Wilderness to Petersburg. For his gnllfiut 
conduct during tho bloody conilicts of that 
fuarful struggle, lie was again breveted, Tho 
closing scenes of Iho wnr in Iho Spring of 
18i;r>, found him at his post of duty. Thus, 
from the first campaign for tho defence of 
Washington in lijijI, down to the final sur- 
render of Loo in IStJ.', hiti servico was cou- 
tinuous,alwiiy!i active aud very often arduous, 
and Bovere.

temperament^ ami so irrepressible were his 
wonderful animal spirits, during all this 
oveulful period, no discomfort uor priviHioii 
could cl'.ei-k the Ilow of his gaiety; no dan- 
ger nor disaster could bring to him discour- 
agement or dismay.

uiarck concluded his offer by threatening 
that if it wero not accepted, tho Gorman 
parliament would pass laws which would in- 
convenience tho Catholics greatly.

wero by him presented to tho pope, who re- 
fused to listen to tho bargain find wrote to 
tho omporor thg letter to which bo after- 
wards referred in his note to King William, 
which was published with tho Euiporor'a re- 
ply some mouths ago.

ford of Harvard University has published a 
recipe for improving and preserving cidur, 
by moans of which tho progress of tho vin- 
ous nud ace-tic fermentations may bo ar- 
rested at pleasure and tho cider preserved 
in just such a state as may be desired. 
It JH 


thin: 


"Put the now cider into clean casks or 


biirrfils and allow it to ferment from one to 
three week;1, according as tho weather is 
uoolorwnriu. When it hits attained to a 
lively fermentation add to each gallon throe- 
fourths of a pound of whito sugar and lut 
the wholo ferment again until it possesses 
nearly tho brisk, pleasant lasto which it is 
desirable should bo permanent. Pour out a 
quart of tho cider, mix with it ono quarter 
of an ounce of sulphitu of lime for every gal- 
lon tho cask contains. 
Stir it until it la inti- 


mately mixed,, and pour tho emulsion into 
tho liquid. Agitate tho contents of tho cask 
thoroughly for a fow moments, then lot it 
rest that tho cider may sottlo. Fermentation 
will bo arrested ut once, and will not bo re- 
sumed. It may bo bottled in tho course of 
a fow weeks, or it may bo allowed to remain 
in the cask and used on draught. If bottled, 
it will become n spark Hug cider of surpassing 
excellence." 


Prof. Hereford was the llrnt to uso tho sul- 


phite of limo for this purpose, and to him is 
duo tho credit of first calling attention to its 
usefulness. 
It is iu no respect deleterious, 


as tho suiphato into which the sulphite is 
changed by tho liberation of sulphurous acid 
is ontiroly insoluble and remains at tho bot- 
tom of tbo vessel. 
Remember, it is tho sul- 


phite of lime, not sulphnto, must bo used. 
Tho quality of tho cider will remain un- 
changed for years.

custom of our formers to apply their barn- 
yard mnuuroto tho fitubblo fuul .plow it un 
for wheat, find a majority of them still 
carry tint I plan out. Is it tho best one? Its 
disadvantages tiro two-fold; tho work cornea 
during the warmest sonson of tho year, JUH! 
boforo plowing, when our tennis need till 
thoir Htrongth and onduranco—in fuel, no 
moro unfavorable time, so far us tho teams 
aro concornod, could bo selected—and tho 
mauuro must bo kept in tho yard from tho 
tiuio tho etook aro turned out in Slay, until 
tho oats crop is hiii".'cstctl, find, oven in tho 
best p.rrftiiged yards, will loso somo of its 
valuo during this time. If thero is a loss in 
a well arranged yard, how much grofttor Is 
it iu throe-fourths of tho yards, in which 
very little cave i.s taken to guard against 
waste. 


Would it not bo bettor to apply it to tho 


sod boforo turning it umlor for com? 
Tho 


advantages of this plan aro—tho hauling cnu 
bo dono during tho open weather of Winter 
or early Spring, \vhen tho to.ims arc com- 
paratively idle, and the farm haud^ have 
most leisure time. There will be no loss 
from remaining in tho yard during tho Sum- 
mer, and tho crop of corn, which is OHO ol 
tho grossest feeders, is materially increased. 
Another advantage on strong laud is, that 
wo shall avoid in great measure our animal 
loss of gi'ain from tho wheat going down 
(lodging) before it is proprrly 
iilk-cl- 
One 


objection urged against thin plan is thai 
tho crop of oats which succeeds tho corn 
will 
"go 
down" mij be comparatively 


worthless. I avoid this trouble by substi- 
tuting Hungarian grass for oats, and at tho 
usual market price of hay, can raise enough 
to buy the oats and have BOUIO value left. 
A far moro serious objection is that on land 
only'moderately productive the wheat will 
need some kind of stimulant. This may 
readily bo put on in the form of somo gooti 
commercial fertilizer, which will be doubly 
paid for by tho increase of corn and grass 
crops. 


KEEPING SHEEP AS SCAVESOEKS.-AS regards 


vegetation, tho sheep may bo said to be 
omnivorous—tho goat is tho only peer—and 
very few- of tho most troublesome weeds 
and grasses can long withstand its short and 
persistent clipping. Clearing out and sub- 
duing timber pastures they are invaluable. 
If turned iu when tho young shoots are still 
young and succulent, nothing in their reach 
will escape them. 
They can bo turned into 


the stubblefield after harvest, and not only 
thus save every stray head of grain, but 
leave tho field clear of weeds and in , tho 
best possible condition for the plow. 
"With 


equally good results they can bo herded 
through a field of standing corn after tho 
growth of grass and weeds is well under 
way. This is especially advantageous where 
tho very common course is pursued of sow- 
ing wheat hi the standing corn. True, now 
and then a broken or bent stalk falls a 
prey; but the advantage of the air and sun- 
light to the too-long shaded ground will bo 
found to compensate manyfold for these 
slight losses. In short, sheep , cannot be 
omitted from tho farm economy without a 
loss to tho farmer who thus overlooks their 
merits.—[Nat. Live Stock Journal.
